A mosquito invasion is expected iii Bucks 
County within a week or IO days. 
Richard Sivcl, executive director of Bucks 
County Mosquito Control Commission, made the 
announcement today, adding that the invasion is 
due to recent rainstorms. 
Preparatory Steps 
Meanwhile county leaders are taking pre­ 
paratory steps to meet the expected onslaught of 
insects. 
Financial support of the county mosquito pro­ 
gram and a clearance project of mosquito-infested 
areas in Lower Bucks County are the high points 
to be discussed Monday at a meeting of the execu­ 
tive board of the Regional Cooperation Council. 
The meeting is slated for 8 p.m. in the Middle­ 
town Township Municipal Building. 
Decisive Steps 
At a meeting of the administrative board of 
the cooperation council recently, it was recommend­ 
ed that the “acting board’* take decisive steps to 
prevent further mosquito problems. 
Heretofore, each township has made financial 
donations to the control commission to assist the 
county commissioners in the program. This year, 
however, several townships have deemed the con­ 
tribution unnecessary—hence, the need for a co­ 
operative move. 
Sivel pointed out that the townships usually 
donate appropriations of one to IO cents per capita 


to help with the program. He said that Bristol 
Township has been the highest donor with $3,000. 


Joint Effort 
The executive board has the alternative of 
dropping support of the program entirely, or coop­ 
erating in a joint effort of all townships. 
A second recommendation by the administra­ 
tive board is for a drainage or dredging project of 
all infested areas or stagnant water locations in 
Lower Bucks County. 
“We have a number of spots in the county 
where the removal of silt or stagnant water would 
aid the mosquito program substantially,” Charles 
M. Melchior, Middletown Township, manager said. 
“Low Level’* 
Referring to the mosquito-eontrol problem this 
summer, Sivel said that “so far we are ahead 
of schedule. 
“We have sprayed all known breeding spots at 
least three times this summer, and the mosquito 
population is at a low level. 
“Compared with last summer when we aver­ 
aged 20 telephone calls a day, we have been getting 
only two calls a day this summer.” 
The control director said that “any persons 
having complaints about mosquitoes should call 
the office and notify us.
